Drawings 

1 . New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in this 
application because fig 1 contains handwritten drawings where the spelling is unclear. 
Applicant is advised to employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson outside 
the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings.

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 6, 9, 11, 12 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Claims 1 , 6, 1 1 and 12 are allowable over the prior art of record since the cited 
references taken individually or in combination fails to particularly disclose an QAM 
matrix disposed on each node for placing connection points depending on 
characteristics in the QAM matrix and a number of hops between the first node 
and the second node along the path though which the connection is established 
each time after signaling from the first node to the second node returns to the 
first node. The QAM matrix also creates fault management and performance 
monitoring conditions in the first second and intermediate nodes. The QAM 
matrix identifies the connection points and fault management and performance 
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monitoring conditions and is global across the network and maintains 
configurations during times of reroute, reset failover or reboots to reestablish 
the QAM configuration. 

It is noted that the closest prior art, Klink (US 2005/0147050) shows monitoring 
the connectivity of an MPLS connection using OAM packets and verifying connection 
points. However, Klink fails to disclose or render obvious the above underlined 
limitations as claimed.
